irst  African  American  bishop  in  the  United  Methodist  Church,  one  of  the  founders  of  Gulfside  Assembly,  and 
m  active  facilitator  for  the  infusion  of  resources  to  Bennett  College; 

:he  Quality  Education  for  Minorities  Network  recognized  Bennett  as  one  of  the  top  ten  producers  of  minority 
jraduates  in  Science,  Engineering  and  Mathematics  in  North  Carolina; 

Money  Magazine  recognized  Bennett  as  the  fourth  "Best  Buy "  among  historically  black  colleges  and  uni- 
versities; 

Bennett  actively  participated  in  the  25*  Anniversary  Celebration  of  the  Houston  Conference  for  Women,  at 
which  our  Belles  received  the  ceremonial  torch  for  women's  rights  and  empowerment  being  passed  by  renown 
women's  rights  activist  Bella  Abzug  and  other  elders;  and 
the  Class  of  2001  entered  as  Freshwomen. 

The  mission  of  Bennett  College  is  that  of  a  holistic  institution  producing  graduates  that  are  well-educated  pro- 
;ssionals,  informed  participating  citizens,  enlightened  parents,  facilitators  of  social  justice  and  wise  users  of  tech- 
ology.
